WOULD EXCOURAGB LEGISLATURE 


AGAINST CONSTITUTION. 


' 
What is tho matter of Judge Parker 


in'his latest fulmination to the tenor the 
court? must beware of encroaching upon 
the field of legislation. Ho is afraid of 
the tendency as be claims of the courts 
to set aside laws on tho ground, of un- 
constitutionally, and if his way can be 
had, he will have none of it. In his .ad- 
dress before the Illinois state bar asso- 
ciation he delivered himself of an accu- 
mulation of worry over the tendency of 
courts to knouk galley west the crudities 
•of state legislatures' in the following np- 
poal: Says Judge Parker: 


"If there is any danger which threat- 


ens our system of government, it is the 
danger of the courts' overstepping the 
Boundary line in the interests of justice 
and. setting aside statutes'which, after 
all, do not interfere with the constitu- 
'tion. Much pressure is brought to benr 
•upon the courts, and it is the duty of 
tho bench find bar to sec that the tribu- 
nals of the country do not encroach on 
tho other great departments. 


"At present it seems to be the pre- 


vailing opinion that legislature? are not 
•worthy of confidence. The people no lon- 
:ger place as much faith in legislatures 
.as formerly. What is tlic result? A con- 
stant pressure on the courts to set aside 
Jicts.which the people ere against. 


"At one iime it wns said the courts 


were usurping the functions of the legis- 
lative branch, but we know that prophe- 
cy has never come to pnss. Never hns n. 
desire for power led th,- courts to inter- 
fere, with legislation. But there is dan- 
ger that the tendency to' override stat- 
utes on tho ground that they 
conflict 


with the constitution will grow to such 
an extent that it will seriously impair 
the usefulness of the courts and imperil 
'the stability of the government." 


This is merely gush and wind. It is 


not sound judgment. It is more of an 
echo of his remarkable campaign address- 
es during the closing week* of the mem- 
orable struggle in which the judge went 
down to defeat under the largest popular 
adverse majority ever given a presiden- 
tial candidate. . A plurality of 2.541.655 
igainst him. and a popular majority of 1,- 
•729,809 in favor of tho gallant Roosevelt 
eloquently testified to the opinion of the 
country towards him and his party. It 
Is this defeated candidate now uttoring 
such gibberish that legislatures should 
have a free touch with any matter they 
aro pleased to enact into law in defiance 
' of-"thc state constitutions. 


It will be indeed a sorry day when the 


^courts are tabooed from criticizing the 
'acts of legislatures. People understand 
very well what 'legislatures are capable 
of and how even with the best of inten- 
' tione, the terras of constitutions 
are 


. widely departed from, or narrowly either 
•.way, and when it is forbidden the courts 


to decide as to the constitutionality of

DECISION ON" CONSTITUTIONAL 


GROUNDS. 


A decision by Federal Judge Grosseup 


at Chicago would seem to overturn the 
view of a number of states as well', as 
congress, that provisions may .be-made, 
in laws by wh'ioli witr.esses may be com- 
pelled to testify regardless of'the pro- 
visions of the federal constitution that 
no one shall be compelled to be a > wit- 
ness against himself. This 
particular 


qualification that no one shall be com- 
pelled to testify if such shall incrimin- 
ate himself is got around by the.accom- 
panying provision in all such laws, that 
such testimony is not to be used against 
tho testifying witness incriminating him'-, 
self. 


Judge Grosscup decided to this effect 


in the case where two union labor men 
were on trial for an alleged contempt, of 
court, they having refused to testify up- 
on the broad constitutional ground such 
testimony coming from themselves might 
incriminate them. For this they were 
held in contempt before Judge Kohl- 
saat's court.. .Vpon this proceeding the 
prisoners appealed to Judge Grosscup 
who released the two on a small bond 
with a.supercedas staying.the order of 
the committing judge. On :i tri.ul.of tha 
case 
Judge 
Grosscup . discussed 
the 


grounds of the prisoner's refusal to ans- 
wer in .the other court .arid held that 
whore witnesses refused to answer on 
ground they would thereby incriminate 
themselves and such refusal to testify 
was made'in good faith, nnd not ns any 
mask to interfere with justice; the re- 
fusal is held to be clearly within the 
'rights of ever}- citizen. 


This decision would certainly seem to 


make, void every law passed by state leg- 
islatures or congress compelling witness- 
es to give testimony'regardless of self- 
incriminnting, but accompanied with the 
provision such testimony if incriminat- 
ing shall not be used against them. It 
would seem the witness is to be the best 
judge of that, and if such refuses in any 
case, state or federal, to testify, assert- 
ing such would'involve him, and such re- 
fusal was in good faith and not for pur- 
poses of delaying the court proceedings, 
no law whatever, however clearly vers- 
ed giving the prisoner an acquittance, in 
advance if such incriminates him, may 
be enforced. It would seem to be good 
lav regardless of the character of the 
case or of the men involved, 


It is unnecessary to follow up the tes- 


timony 
of tliis particular case which 


grew out of the labor troubles in Chica- 
go, for the principle involved' is just as 
likelv to be applied anywhere and in any 
form of proceedings. The two men sim- 
ply pleaded in Iho case their testimony 
might possibly incriminate themselves 
and therefore pleaded the constitutional 
inhibition. Their plea is held to be en- 
tirely suflieicnt and .the men were re- 
leased. 


Stato after state has been doing this 


thing, of enacting laws, nnd providing 
that witnesses testifying 
their testi- 


mony might incriminate themselves shall 
nevertheless be compelled 
to 
testify, 


though such testimony may not be used 
against 
them. The Grosscup decision 


may nullify all such. 


TJIB PRESS AXD POLICE BUREAUS. 


• A little incident occurred the other 
day in the course of the proceedings .of 
the International Association of Police 
Chiefs at Washington that may not have 
gone unnoticed by newspaper men who 
have often been held "up a» it were by 
these-chiefs when in search of informa- 
tion. While it was the western chiefs 
of police who held out for refusing 'in- 
formation to the pencil pushers, there 
were others of influence who held just 
the opposite and were able to defeat the 
resolution. The friends of the 
press 


held that the police bureaus were very 
often under obligations to the press for 
information, and that as a fact the press 
had equal sources for information if riot 
even better for following up offenders.' 
' This is very likely true though natur- 
ally there is detail routine information 
-'that can only come from the heads of 
police bureaus, but it may be set down 
as a positive fact, that a chief of police 
working in perfect harmony with -the 
newspapers 
assuredly 
accomplishes 


many more real successes than it will 
'ever be possible for him without. -It.is 
undeniably true that while it may be 
provoking at times' -for these bureau 
heads to read in the press of informa- 
tion, that in their opinion is scaring ;off 
the criminals, yet they ..are beyond doubt 
the recipient of information many times 
from the newspaper men of information 
of the greatest, value:- .Many times the 
arrest" of criminals has ' .been 
brought 


about by tho men of. tho press and the 
bureaus getting the credit, hut as the 
press -wants tlie news for the public'-it 
can be said that is their first duty. Still 
who can tell the many aches•these irien 
of the pencil have had. in.'withholding,lh: 


formation because in .their judgment 
the case'was oue of the few where .the 
law 'should have .thg preference, 'that is 


where advance information nugni ™y 
possibly enable a criminal to escape. But 
as a rule the more publicity the more 
the police and , the public are. ,011 the 
watch for the guilty and the more detail- 
ed information the less possible- for' the • 
guilty to.-escape.

• The;infiu?"c'e of the recent great naval 
victory, of the Japanese over the Rus- 
sians is being, discussed by hundreds of' 
newspapers in ail countries. This-influ- 
ence is .-not at .all. to he all'confined to.the 
warring nations^, it -will be felt and is' 
now being felt Vyerywheres. on' the globe.- 
If it. has lowered the class ,of Russia as 
a fighting power,, it. has equally elevated; 
the.rank of Japan', and in the reading, of. 
the wonderful abilities" displayed by the 
admirals of Japan, with the magnificent 
gunnershjp which' more than all 
else • 


knocked out" the vessels of Russia, .the- 
nations realize the. rise of an .oriental 
power'that but a few years ago possess;, 
ed no navy and would not have Known 
what to do' with one if they had it at 
that" time. ' . 
.'. As to peace prevailing or of war con-, 
tinuing, that distinctly belongs to .the1 


'Russian' government to answer. 
Japan 


will-go on, just .as. cheerfully with the, 
war, as it will'terminate'it upon-peace 
terms it can1 accept.: But the lesson the> 
powers of the -world have-lcarnedyis that; 
here is a nation of betw'eeh. forty and; 
fifty millions whom it has in tlie future 
to heed. Japan possesses armies nnd gen-- 
erals, and it has formidable fleets and 
able admirals who are not In the least 
unwilling to meet .in conflict the 
best 


army Europe can produce, or in war 
ships either way. All this necessitates a 
revision upon some few lines undoubted- 
ly and if the powers intend suggesting 
pcnc,e terms, they will have to 'be very 
delicate aboot.it, for what England, Ger- 
jnany and France did at ihe conclusion- 
of the wur some years ago 'between Ja-1 


pan nnd China in obliging Japan to ac- 
cept-certain peace terms-to the distinct 
advantage of Russia, may not be repeat- 
ed this time. . 


The picture, this oriental nation pre-, 


sents now and presented ten years ago, 
i< entirely different. 
It hud then knock- 


ed out China in fair combat nnd display- 
ed then a great .superiority that caused 
some .European minds to do some strong, 
thinking, but ithndnot then completely' 
vanquished powerful and large sized Rus- 
sian armies nor had it 
effaced 
entire 


squadrons, of Russian battle ships and 
cruisers. Negotiating now with Japan 
means diplomacy on practically equal 
diplomatic terms. 


ISSl'E THE IMPROVEMENT BONDS. 


There is considerable useless dilly-dal- 


lying on the part of the city fathers over 
the matter of the issue of improvement 
bonds, nnd ngain definite action has been 
deferred with no better prospect of reach- 
ing (in tigreemcnt.at the time, of the next 
meeting than there was a month ago. 
Some of the aldermen seem to be timid 
about voting for an issue of bonds, for 
fenr probably that their constituents will, 
cut off their, officinl heads. Why the loss 
of a thankless job should worry an al- 
derman is hard to imagine. The alder- 
men in taking the onth of office have 
sworn to work for the best interests of 
the city, -rind if good streets are not to 
the interest of the city, then what is? 


Another thing that should not be lost 


sight of by the city fathers who are ti-. 
morons, is that last spring wheirlhe park 
question WHS up. the people; slaughtered 
that, and the cry from one end of the 
city to the other wns, "Give us1 • good 
streets first." And yet there are those 
who waver on this proposition,..fearful 
lest a petition be signed by the required 
number that will compel the submission 
of the question to the voters. 


Clearly the course for the council is to 


go ahead and issue riot less than $100,- 
000 of improvement bonds, as they have 
authority to do.- There is little sense in 
putting the city to a heavy expense for a 
special election. If there ore enough 
who do not favor the. bond issue to com- 
pel the submission of the question to the 
people.that will be. time enough to call a, 
special election, but until that time-pro- 
ceed wBh the worlc of issuing the bonds. 
Don't waste monoy on a special election 
unless compelled to do so.

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


• .- The public debt statement issued of 
date June 1st gives tlie'total'national in- 
debtedness at $1,281,387^05,.and availas 
ble cash in hand $281,241,377,'leaving the 
.net debt at $1,000,340,128. • The debt car- 
'ryin'e.-inte'rest is now $895,158,240, the in- 
crease in debt during- the month of $3,- 
128,187 being due .to the decrease of cash 
on hand. In addition .to this indebted- 
ness there is a further 'debt of $995,529,- 
969 -composed of government obligations 
fii certificates and treasury notes every 
dollar heing secured by gold and silver 
on deposit. in the treasury. 
There is 


now in circulating national bank notes 
secured by deposits of government bonds 
and' cash -of $488,327,516.. The expendi- 
tures for the eleven months ending June 
30th have- been '$533,882,702 .and the re- 
ceipts $496,945,521, the deficit, being $38,'- 
937,241.

LAW'S DELAY. 


As an instance-as to how the law 


works sometimes is given an.illustration- 
occurring in a • western • city. 
A 
man 


.robbed six years ago of $4S;00 appealed 
to tbe law and the money having been 
dropped by the thief in trying to escape 
tho bills were taken'possession of by the 
justice who proceeded to retain them as 
an exhibit in the case. The attorney for, 
the robbed man retained his serenity dur- 
ing the subsequent proceedings, the .jus- 
tice still holding the funds as a trust de- 
pisit. 
Then after an, interval of all 


these years the.case.'was:finally decided 
in favor of the man originally robbed and 
the justice turned over the money to the 
attorney who was allowed the sum as his 
pay. The man with the roll had the de- 
cision as his compensation. 


The proposition-pending before 
the 


legislature to have the state go into the 
printing business should not have any 
consideration at the hands of legislators 
who are honestly desirous of saving" the 
state money. The experience of tbe na- 
•tional government with a printing ofScij 
Las been very expensive: Short hours, 
a lot of political jobs, nnd opportunities 
for grafi in the purchase of machinery, 
supplies and stock, are the chief items 
which go to make a state printing plant 
an expensive luxury.
